The  Woman.  Opposed  to  the  interest 
of  these  persons  are  Standish  who  like¬ 
wise  desires  the  Speakership  and  Wan¬ 
da  Kelley,  a  telephone  girl,  whose 
father  had  boon  a  victim  of  the  ma¬ 
chine.  Tlio  play  sliows  the  lengths  to 
which  men  will  go  to  secure  political 
jiowor.  Alark  Ridiertson,  worshiping 
his  own  wife,  ivas  willing  to  wreck  the 
life  of  another  woman  to  secure  po¬ 
litical  position  for  himself. 

The  play  Is  one  of  do  Alille ’s  best, 
and  contains  scenes  of  groat  tenseness 
and  much  feeling.

The  College  track  team  of  Warrens- 
hurg  State  Teachers  College  lost  its 
first  meet  of  the  season,  on  the  home 
field,  Friday,  April  29  to  the  Kemper 
Military  Academy  by  a  score  of  58-43. 

The  Inter-High  School  Track  Meet 
held  Saturday,  April  30,  at  Warrens- 
burg  "was  probably  the  most  closely 
contested  meet  that  was  ever  held 
there.  Only  one-half  point  divided 
the  four  high  point  schools,  and  the 
school  finishing  eighth  Avas  only  12^^ 
points  behind  the  first  place  tetims. 
Harrisonville  and  Butler  tied  for  first 
place  with  13  Ms  points  each,  and  Lex¬ 
ington  and  Marshall  finished  second 
Avitli  a  total  of  13  points  each.  Fifth 
and  sixth  places  also  resulted  in  tied 
scores. 

The  Executive  Board  of  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Alissouri  has  set  Saturday,  May 
7,  to  be  the  annual  High  School  Day 
at  the  University.  It  is  expected  that 
many  high  schools  of  the  state  will 
be  represented  in  tlie  anifual  track 
.and  field  events.  The  special  events 
this  year  are  the  discus  throw  and  the 
javelin.

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the  senior  class  in  the  School  of  Jour¬ 
nalism. 

Out-of>the-8Uite. 

Ohio  State  University  will  operate 
on  the  continuous  yearly  plan  after 
July,  1922,  as  the  result  of  action  tak¬ 
en  by  the  Board  of  Trustees.  The 
school  year  will  be  divided  into  four 
quarters,  degrees  being  issued  every 
quarter  to  those  completing  tke  Avork. 
Under  the  plan,  the  present  four-year 
course  may  be  completed  in  three 
years.

The  University  of  Vermont  baseball 
team  Avill  tour  Porto  Rico  this  sum¬ 
mer  if  present  plans  of  the  athletic 
management  materialize.  The  trip 
will  begin  immediately  after  com¬ 
mencement  and  consume  about  tAvo 
months. 

In  response  to  invit.ations  from  sev¬ 
eral  European  governments,  the  Glee 
Club  of  HarA'ard  University  Avill  leaA’^e 
soon  for  an  extended  tour  on  that  con¬ 
tinent.  A  simil.ar  trip  is  to  be  taken 
at  an  early  date  by  the  Glee  Club  of 
Ohio  Wesleyan  University,  Avhich  Avill 
journey  to  the  Panama  Canal  Zone. 
The  Glee  Club  of  Leland  Stanford  Un- 
wersity  Avill  take  a  trip  to  HaAA'.aii  this 
spring. 

The  present  year  marks  the  Largest 
enrollment  of  foreign  students  .at  the 
UnWersity  of  Chicago.  There  are  463 
such  students  representing  forty-two 
countries.  Russia  leads  AAuth  100, 
AA’hilo  China  comes  second  AA’ith  75. 

Students  .at  the  UiuA’^ersity  of  [Mich¬ 
igan  receive  free  medical  attention 
from  the  UnWersity  Health  SerAMce, 
Avhich  is  supported  by  .a  portion  of  the 
students’  annual  fees.  A  staff  of  fiA'e 
physicians,  including  one  AA’oman,  tAVO 
nurses  and  assistants,  devote  their  en¬ 
tire  time  to  the  health  of  the  students. 

Student  government  is  receiving  a 
decided  impetus  in  American  schools, 
especially  in  some  of  the  larger  uni- 
A'^ersities.  The  UniA'crsity  of  [Michi¬ 
gan  and  [Mercer  University,  Georgia, 
are  tAvo  of  the  large  universities  of 
the  country  Avhich  haA'c  at  present  a 
form  of  student  government  under  ad¬ 
visement.  Other  representatiA'o  insti¬ 
tutions  Avhich  have  adopted  such  a 
.system  in  one  regard  or  another  are: 
Bates  College,  Maine;  Colorado  State 
College  of  Agriculture;  Delewaro  Col¬ 
lege,  DoleAvaro;  Friends  University, 
Kansas;  and  tlie  University  of  Kan¬ 
sas.

Departmental  Notes. 
Agriculture. 

SoA'cral  different  v.arietios  of  toma¬ 
to  plants  both  ucav  and  staple  kinds 
arc  to  be  grown  in  tlie  garden  this 
summer.  Tliis  is  in  tlic  nature  of  an 
experiment  to  determine  whicii  vari¬ 
eties  are  tho  earliest,  of  tlic  best  rpial- 
ity,  and  Avhieli  sliow  the  largest  yield. 

Tho  testing  of  seed  corn  being  fin¬ 
ished  the  cars  arc  now  sorted  into  the 
deep  and  sliallow  grain,  .and  tlie  roiigli 
and  smootli  grain.  Tliese  Avill  bo 
planted  in  se]iarjito  plots  and  a  com- 
p.arison  of  tlie  yield  will  be  made. 

Commercial  fertilizer  Avill  be  a]tplied 
to  some  of  tlie  soil  used  for  corn  grow- 
ing.  This  cxporiinent  will  deteriiiine 
whether  or  not  comiiiercial  fertilizers 
are  beneficial  in  tlic  raising  of  corn. 

A  number  of  plants  of  the  follow¬ 
ing  kinds  are  ready  for  distribution: 
e.ar]y  tomato  of  the  Earliana,  Red 
Head  and  Pondcrosa  Aairieties;  early 
cahh.age;  a  fcAv  pepjier  plants. 

One  hundred  fifty  bushels  of  soy 
beans  Avere  rjiised  on  the  experiment 
field  last  year.  These  liaA’c  nearly  all 
been  disposed  of  to  farmers  liA’ing  in 
tills  district  aa-Iio  liaA'e  used  them  a.s 
seed.
